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Parliament Meets. 


The first session of a new Par- | 


liament is commonly an unevent- 
ful affair. The Ministers and 
members are new to their duties, 
the Opposition has not yet found 
its fighting ground, and little 
more than routine business is at- 
tempted. 

The present session may be an 
exception to the rule. To expect 


too much in the way of new Leg- | 


islation or of detailed policy 
would be unreasonable from mem- 
bers elected only three months 
ago and from Ministers who have 
been trying to familiarise them- 
selves with the vast and complicat- 
ed web of public business. But 
there are elements in the ~’ sation 
which urge action. 

The country is not prosperous, 
and the publie are looking to the 
new Government to help break up 
the stagnant conditions by altera- 
tions in policy which will make 
for brisker trade and stimulate 
production. A complete revision 
of the tariff cannot well be under- 
taken on such short notice, and 
there has been no time to search 
the corners of the earth for new 
markets for our surplus products. 
But demands are bound to be 
made for specific reductions in 
the duties, and the Government 
will be expected to outline with 
some clearness the course it in- 
tends to pursue in the effort to re- 
move restrictions and improve 
trade. 

In the same connection is the 
demand for the re-establishment of 
the wheat board. 
farmers of the Western provinces 
have called for this by resolution 
at their recent conventions, and it 
is to be supposed that the Progres- 
sive members will see that the mat- 
ter is pressed upon the notice of

The merchant marine is due for 
attention, and if the new members 
represent the sentiment among 
their constituents there cannot be 
much doubt about the kind. The 
Government ships lost money last 
year. What is worse, the fleet 
is not worth more than half what 
it cost. That it has boosied our 
oversea trade in any important 
way is not apparent. That evi- 

dently is cne branch of business 
that the Government cannot get 
} out of too soon. 

| Freight rates must be dealt with, 
negatively or positively. Three 
years ago Parliament passed a 
blanket amendment to the Rail- 
way Act suspending all rate 
| agreements and giving the Railway 
} Commission arbitrary power to 
fix rates. But that clause was to 
operate only until July next. If 
Parliament does not renew it at 
the present session the arnendment 
will expire and the provisions of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass agreement 
will come into effect again. That 
agreement provided minimum 
rates which the C. P. R. might not 
exceed for carrying certain kinds 
of farm products. If rates on 
these commodities are brought 
| down by revival of this old con- 
tract, the ratcs charged on other 
commodities are bound to come in 
for a demand for corresponding 
reduction. If Parliament should 
renew the restrictive clause and 
leave the Commission free to main- 
tain the present rates indefinitely, 
it would be inviting popular pro- 
{test and a call for another gener- 
| al election. 

| The composition of the House 
| defies assurance as to what may 
{happen. The Government is with- 
out a majority, and must depend 
|upon the grace of its critics or 
upon their inability to find ground 
for common action against it. 
There are no Conservative mem- 
bers from six of the Provinces. 
| There are ooly two Liberals from 
| the prairie country. There is 
|only one Progressive from the 
| four Provinces lying east. of the 
| Ottawa river. There are present 
all the elements for the growth cf 
| groupism, along both geographical 
jlines and lines of class interest. 
| Under such circumstances nothing
